Applicant's amendment of 
claims 1-6, 8, 10-26 is acknowledged. Applicant's cancellation of claims 7 and 9 and addition of 
new claims 30-35 is acknowledged.

(Currently Amended) A collagenic bicomposite which is biocompatible, 
nontoxic and sterile, has a controlled in vivo rate of biodegradation and is able to be applied by 
sutures or staples, said collagenic bicomposite comprising only, or mainly, a first and a second 
layer intimately associated and crosslinked with interpenetration of the crosslinked networks, the 
first of said layers being formed from a film based on a crosslinked collagenic component in the 
wet state deposited on the second of said layers being formed from a compacted compress 
formed from crosslinked collagen fibers rendered insoluble.
